We all like light and sunshine. The Festival architects have 
worked on this principle. Windows and glass are all round 
the visitor to the South Bank wherever he walks. Many 
of these windows were produced by Williams and Williams, 
notably in the Transport Pavilion. This building, designed 
by Rodney Thomas of Arcon, is housing the nostaigic 
Schneider Trophy Seaplane, early and modern locomotives 
and other exhibits relating to travel. It is an interesting 
example of how Williams and Williams have been able 
to co-operate with architects to produce glazing of such 
outstanding design. 


The great 45ft. » 100ft. opening windows of the Transport 
Pavilion are one of the exhibition’s most interesting archi- 
tectural features. The structural steelwork forms four bays, 
the two in the centre opening to allow ventilation to the 
building. Williams and Williams steel sash windows have been 
used on both the fixed and opening bays. Note how horizontal 
plate glass at the bottom of each bay contrasts with the upward 
sweep of the glazing above. 


Biggest panes of glass inthe Pavilion [nthe side 
of the main structure, below the tall side windows, there are 
Williams and Williams steel sash windows containing 6’ 6” » 20ft. 
single panes of }” polished glass. 


Glazing as a means of contrast The architect 
has, in the north wing of the Transport Pavilion, used various 
forms of windows to form contrasts. It is a method of using 
windows that is novel and interesting (top left). 

Three ranges of Aluminex Patent Glazing over 100ft 
long and 1Sft. deep surmount a long pressed Aluminiu 
window from the Roften Factory of Williams and Williams, 
which is 6ft. deep. The slim tracery of Aluminex is admirably 
offset against this horizontal range of glass. Butting on to the 
Aluminex, is a range of steel sash windows. It is glazed in foot 
squares of reeded glass and is in crisp contrast to the Aluminex 
beside it. 


Teleflex gearing on the Pavilion Teleflex gearing 
is installed on the range of Aluminex mentioned above. One 
hand control completely opens the three ranges of Alumin 
in 15 seconds. The actual weight of Aluminex on the sin 
hand operated control is three tons.

At the rear of the Pavilion there is a stretch of universal 
steel casement which illustrates the use of Teleflex with ordinary 
steel windows (bottom left). Opening lights, staggered into 
alternate lines of seven and eight are hand controlled, as on 
the Aluminex stretch, from one single point. Teleflex gear can 
of course operate on single lines, or even one light instead of 
in series, as in this building. 

The curved windows on the approach ramp totalling an 
overall length of 132ft. with the height varying from 20ft 
28ft. were also constructed by Williams and Williams.

When I was at my prep. school I 
owned several pocket knives which, in 
addition to their blades, boasted an 
assortment of other appendages, includ- 
ing cork-screws, screwdrivers and 
(invariably) a curved spike which they 
told me was for getting stones out of 
the hooves of horses; no doubt you 
did too. The other day, at the Victoria 
and Albert exhibition commemorating 
the centenary of the Crystal Palace, I 
found myself confronted with what I 
took to be the ne plus ultra in such 
multi-purpose instruments—the Norfolk 
Sportsman’s Knife with more than 
eighty blades et cetera. 1 soon learnt 
that I was wrong, however: Messrs. 
Weiss’s masterpiece, a few cases down 
the line, has 1,851. 


These are not the only relics of 1851 
oa show at this admirable exhibition 
that might be the figments of the sub- 
conscious of an overfed schoolboy. 
There are also, for instance, two notable 
specimens of the aberrant taxidermy of 
H. Ploucquet of Stuttgart, whose 
weasels and guinea-pigs behave in an 
infinitely whimsical manner. But there 
are other exhibits which have more 
than fine craftsmanship—the Norfolk 
Sportsman’s Knife has plenty of that— 
to entitle them to more than a passing 
glance. 


Perhaps the most rewarding 
historically is the splendid series of 
representations of the Crystal Palace 
itself, beginning with Paxton’s famous 
blotting paper sketch design and includ- 
ing the only early model of the. build- 
ing. And esthetically? Not, I think, 
what was most admired a hundred 
years ago. Certainly not the “ Greek 
Slave’ by Hiram Powers or “ Andro- 
meda ” by John Bell. My own vote 
might go to the chalice made by Hard- 
man of Birmingham to the design of 
A. W. Pugin, which seems to me an 
exquisite object in its highly un-func- 
tional way. But everyone should 
decide for himself before the closing 
of the exhibition on October 11. 


—AND TO 1839-1901 

While you are at the V. & A. do not 
fail to see the Arts Council exhibition. 
“Masterpieces of Victorian Photo- 
graphy,” in the central hall. There are 
more than five hundred exhibits, includ- 
ing photographic apparatus of the 
period, all from the collection of 
Helmut Gernsheim, who also compiled 
the most informative catalogue. The 
date 1839 above, by the way, is not a 
misprint for 1837, the year of the good 
Queen’s accession, but the date of the 


patenting of the daguerrotype process. 
All the great photographers of those 
days are here—David Octavius Hill, 
Fox Talbot, Mrs. Cameron, Roger 
Fenton (recorder of the Crimean War), 
Lewis Carroll and the rest. And one of 
the greatest was an architectural photo- 
grapher, Robert Macpherson, who 
worked in Rome in the fifties. No 
Leicas and HP 3 in those days! “ For 
a distant landscape in good light” he 
wrote, “five minutes was enough; for 
near objects ten to twenty minutes; and 
in some of the sculpture galleries, where 
the light was deficient, two hours were 
often required, and in one or two cases 
even an exposure of two days was 
necessary to produce a good negative.” 
That was collodio-alumen, that was! 


THE SAGA OF ST. JAMES’S SQUARE 

Here it all is—a proper report telling 
the story of the things that led to the 
setting up of the Ministry of Town and 
Country Planning and all that Ministry 
did up to January this year when it be- 
came part of a bigger Ministry.* It is 
not fiery reading—“ the style we like 
here,” as Sir Ernest Gowers’s civil ser- 
vant boss once said to him, “ is the hum- 
drum.” But the report does set down a 
series of achievements of which any 
Ministry, and indeed any country, could 
be proud. Barlow, Uthwatt and Scott; 
the Acts of 1944 and 1947; the New 
Towns and National Parks; the three 
London Plans—all are here. And they 
are accompanied by the story of what 
happened afterwards, region by region. 

* 

There is no space on this page to re- 
view what will be a standard work of 
reference for planners. One can only 
say that the Ministry bases its defence 
against a host of charges on three main 
points. The short-term is the enemy of 
the long-term and in Britain, in the post

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war years, the long-term aim has often 
had to give way: many complaints are 
due to passing defects which arose when 
the planning machine was being run 
in: development is not being held up 
by the expropriation of development 
rights but by shortage of resources.

Casson 


first monarch (and inventor of the title) was, by the way, 
Maxwell Fry, so it may be said to be a distinguished line. 
Hugh Casson, deceptively mild, but with a grim jaw that 
can be seen in the photograph, is unquestionably one of 
the most talented living Englishmen: a wonderful draughts- 
man, fine artist, first-rate literary craftsman, and the kind 
of architect who can produce the totally new conceptions 
of the South Bank. Here is surely a force to be reckoned 
with in the future. We hope that his activities will not 
prevent him occupying the Astragalean throne again one 
day; but if he does, you, dear reader, will not be told.

SOUTH BANK ARCHITECTURE 


RCHITECTS, visiting the South Bank Exhibition, have 
the benefit of being able to appreciate two worlds : the 
exhibition per se, and the architecture and townscape 

which contain it. The two worlds are so interrelated and 
integrated that they are well nigh impossible to separate. 
Which is, of course, just as they should be. Nevertheless, it 
would be a very single-minded architect indeed who could 
follow the whole sequence of the exhibition story, from start 
to finish, without, at one point or another, failing to see the 
exhibition wood, so to speak, for the architectural trees. 

Despite the efforts of display designers and the new profession 
of “ theme conveners,” this exhibition remains, for architects, 
chiefly an architectural one. Wherever he may wander on 
the site, the architect’s imagination is titillated or challenged 
by what he sees. The structural engineer may well complain 
that there is little, if anything, on the site which is new in the 
field of structural techniques or building methods. Indeed, as 
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_ the JouRNAL pointed out in an article, published on January 18, 


time to a lavish scale in this country. 


reviewing developments in the building industry during 1950, 
there is only one use of new techniques on the South Bank 
site which could be readily applied to every-day building under 
present conditions. This is the system of pre-stressed concrete 
construction which has been used in the roof of the Fairway 
Restaurant, by the Architects Co-operative Partnership. 

Nevertheless, many of the other systems of construction which 
have been used, whether employing laminated timber or 
light alloys, even if not unknown abroad, are used for the first 
Therefore, architects, 
engineers and builders are the richer for a considerable 
amount of real experience in unfamiliar techniques and 
materials. Experience which, it is to be hoped, will stand 
them in good stead in the future. For it is to be hoped that, 
the exhibition having now “ broken the ice,” the building 
industry, as a whole, will be the readier to study, and utilize, 
when the opportunity occurs, the new techniques which have 
been adopted. Not only structural techniques, but techniques 
of lighting, both by artificial and natural means, and of 
heating and other services. And then, again, the subtler 
techniques, which are the province of the architect alone, are 
there to be studied and profited from. The use of different 
levels to tie a group of buildings together, the use of colour, 
fine, strong colour, to add brilliance to a scene dulled by our 
northern climate. The use of different floor surfaces from 
stones, cobble or flag or paving, to patterned asphalt, to 
give variety of texture, and again, colour, to the largest and 
most neglected aspect of our townscape. The use of planting 


-as a natural foil to the mechanical precision of man-made 


design. The list is as endless as the architect’s responsibilities. 
Perhaps the most that can be hoped for is that the visiting 
architect will be sufficiently excited by this exhibition to feel

GENERAL.—The basic conception underlying 
the design of the Dome was to contrast the visual 
solidity of a series of sweeping horizontal galleries cf 
reinforced concrete construction, massive and bold 
in character, with the lightness of the vast aluminium 
saucer dome which spans out and beyond all the 
galleries and which is supported only on 48 very 


light tubular steel struts. 


CONSTRUCTION.—There are three galleries, 
35 ft., 22 ft. and 12 ft. high, respectively. The 
35-ft. gallery is supported on reinforced concrete 
fins, 15 in. thick, which narrow towards the ground 
giving a cantilever of 11 ft. 6 in. on the front edge 
and 7 ft. at the back. The lower galleries are 
supported on steel framework. The floors of the 
galleries were constructed, wherever possible, of 
precast concrete slabs in order to speed up construc- 
tion and facilitate demolition. The inner eccentric 
circle is surrounded by a drum wall. The top of 
this drum wall is defined by the intersection of the 
cylinder formed by the wall and the aluminium 
inverted cone. As the cylinder is eccentric with the 
vertical axis of the cone, the top of the drum wall is 


much higher on one side and forms a vast sloping

As the outer face of this drum wall is battered to a 


slope of I in 4, it is of considerable width at its

GENERAL.—The restaurant (waiter service) has 
4 é cra i seating for about 500 people. An outdoor bar and 


beer garden have been provided. In addition, a 
private Press room, with bar and general facilities, 
and an Industrial Information Centre are included. 
The site is under and to the south of Hungerford 
Bridge and from it can be obtained a fine view of the 
river and the Houses of Parliament : access between 
the upstream and downstream sections of the site 
had to be maintained both in front and behind the 
building. Only limited loads could be placed 
directly behind the river wall and the main building 
had therefore to be kept about 25 ft. back. How- 
ever, canopies have been used along the river to 
reduce the depressing effect of the underside of the 
railway bridge. To take advantage of the view 
and in order to keep the ground floor open, as a 
‘riverside link between the upstream and down- 
stream sections of the Exhibition, the restaurant 
has been put at first floor level: the south and west 
windows, facing the Houses of Parliament, are 
20 ft. high and set back from them is a balcony 
where parties may be held or more exclusive meals 
served. The remainder of the restaurant is broken 
up informally and the windows face on to different 
parts of the Exhibition, an unexpected glimpse of 
Waterloo Bridge being seen from the low Alcove 
Restaurant under the railway bridge.

CONSTRUCTION.—This pavilion, which is sited 
on the central axis of the Dome of Discovery on the 
Thames new embankment, where all the normal 
traffic of a tidal river is incorporated into the theme 
of the exhibits, is constructed of a range of 17 lattice 
steel frames at 20 ft. centres, each spanning 50 ft. 
and varying in height from 4o ft. to 45 ft. Upon 
and from these frames the roofs and walls are sus- 
pended to provide the enclosure of space best suited 
to the parts of the story displayed. The display 
sections form an integral part of the scheme and are 
interwoven within this open grid on various levels 
approached by stairs, ramps, and gangways. Wall 
surfaces, when not painted or sculptured, are 
largely cement rendered metal lath on steel framing. 
One large panel is of corrugated aluminium. The 
design of the structure was influenced by the neces- 
sity to allow for snow loading during the period of 
construction, and for wind loads which affect an 
open structure more severely than they do a closed 
building. The principal elevation is that seen 
across the river from the Victoria Embankment. 
Some of the main elements of this elevation are: 
a 60-ft. by 30-ft. mural painting, a 4o-ft. square 
sculpture, a 55-ft. diam. suspended dome, and a large 
canvas clad wall, all balanced in scale to form a 


coherent composition.

GENERAL.—While the building is primarily an 
exhibition building, it is also a modern factory, 
and one of the problems with which the architects 
and designers were faced was the combination of 
these two functions. (Ample daylight, for example, 
is an essential feature of the modern factory, but here 
daylight had to be strictly controlled so as not to 
interfere with display lighting.) Provision had to be 
made as unobtrusively as possible to service the 
running machines (representing different industries), 
to store raw materials and finished products, and to 
accommodate management staff and operatives. 
These factors created quite a number of problems, 
especially as display requirements could only be 
finalised at a late stage. Finally provision had to be 
made for a complicated network of management 
services, telephones, light signals, loudspeakers for 
public address, fire alarms, electrically synchronised 
clocks, broadcasting and television (transmission 
The Power and Production

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as well as reception). The interior of the building 
is under constant observation from two emergency 
control cabins. Apart from display requirements the 
shape of the building was conditioned by the narrow 
site wedged in between a service road and the Dome 
of Discovery. A large central ‘‘ Hall of Production ”’ 
is flanked at each end by smaller halls—the eastern 
side hall, containing the entrance hall and the Hall of 
Power, and the western side hall—the Showroom 
where finished products are displayed. The central 
hail is surrounded by galleries cantilevered out from 
the building at first floor level on the long sides of the 
hall. It is marked by six large windows facing the 
Dome, which form a saw tooth pattern both in plan 
and elevation in contrast to the horizontal lines of the 
side halls. This contrast is emphasized by the use 
of different materials. The staggered effect of these 
windows has been achieved by designing main 
trusses to run at an oblique angle. Internally this 
adds interest to the exhibition bays on both floors. 
It also introduces movement into the whole building. 
The return ends of these glazed gables accommodate 


wind bracings in the outer skin of the construction, 


CONSTRUCTION : Most of the structural frame- 
work is in welded tubular steel with bolted site 
connections. This has proved to be economical 
and has facilitated a light delicate “‘ spider web” 
appearance. Space frames are used in the side 
halls. They are designed to fit the “‘ angular grid ”’ 
of the building (based on a rectangular triangle of 
25: 24:7), the scale in the showroom being deli- 
berately kept smaller than in the halls where heavy 
machinery is displayed. The lacework of the steel 
members is painted off-white against a background 
of dark navy blue. The asbestos cement cladding 
to the upper part of the central main hall is specially 
designed to give architectural qualities. Standard 
corrugated asbestos sheets alternate with inner 
socketed ribs. External angles have a special trim, 
the whole of the socket jointing being internal, to 
give a neat outside appearance. The cladding is 
fixed by means of welded stud bolts in lieu of the 
usual hook bolts. The outside cladding of the

Viewing platforms over the river act as weights to

IN AN OFFICE where tempers are short, faces long and 
the work slow and inefficient — the cause of the 
trouble often vanishes away simply by installing 
Philips Fluorescent Lighting, planned to bring a 
clear, restful, diffused light to every desk in the room.
